This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
ribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. No. 1477/73 /LBR 
ated 29-12-1973. The issue referred for adjudication is as follows: 

“ 1. Dismissal of Saryasree V. A. Yousuff, P. V. Louis, H. Sulaiman 
and J. Alexander ." 

2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union submitter 
their claim statement in which they have contended as follows: 

P. K. Syed Hussain Sahib and Brothers, Alleppey is an 
establishment having ice plants in various parts of Kerala . Till July 1973 
the workmen of the various ice plants of the employer were disorganised and 
only after the said date they have organised themselves and became members 
of the Ice and Sea Food Workers Union , I. N. T. U. C., Alleppey . The 
employer was upset and so he resorted to victimisation and the fou 
workmen named in the reference order. were placed under suspension . In 
the meanwhile the Union raised an industrial dispute and finally the 
employer agreed to have the enquiry against the workmen concerne 
completed on or before 12-9-1973. The employer thereafter violated the 
settlement and served the workmen with notices of dismissal in October 
1973. This action of the employer was in violation and against the terms 
of the conciliation settlement dated 3-9-1973 and hence illegal. None of 
theworkers have committed any misconduct and the action of the Manage. 
ment is borne out of victimisation pure and simple." 

The Union concluded with a prayer that an award may be passed 
upholding their contentions and directing the Management to reinstate the 
workmen with continuity of service and back wages. 

3. The management submitted their replay statement in which they 
have repudiated the contentions of the Union and has asserted as follows: 

“ The workers are organised ever after the starting of the factory and 
had been placing demands through their unions. There is no question of 
victimisation and the workers were suspended for reasons legal and proper. 
They were later dismissed after departmental enquiry. 

The two employee Yousuff and Louis were workers in the Metro Ice 
and Cold Storage, Sherthallai. They committed theft of one block of ice on 
5-8-9173 and misappropriated the value thereof. It was detected immediately 
and they were suspended pending enquiry . After the enquiry the workers 
were dismissed . The enquiry officer was the nominee of the union and 
though several opportunities were given to the workers to participate in 
enquiry they did not turn up for the enquiry . Therefore the enquiry 
onducted fairly and adhering to all principles of natural justice. The 

of the enquiry officer is just and reasonable. 
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Shri Sulaiman was an employee of the Golden Icc Factory , Kakkazhom , 
who was the SalesManager in lawful custody of money, bills and other 
documents . On 25-8-1973 Shri Sulaiman sold three tons of ice to the driver 
of Lorry No. K. L. A. 1999 for Rs. 300 , received the said amount and issued 
a bill for the same. But in the duplicate of the said bill he had entered only 
Rs. 180. Thus he fabricated false documents and misappropriated an 
amount of Rs. 120. This was also immediately detected and the employee 
ran away from the office. But the employee returned with a number of 
henchmen at 8 p.m. on the said day and started bawling out slogans at the 
gate. Thereafter the employec forcibly entered into the office room , intimi 
dated the employers, opened the drawer of the table with force and took 
Rs. 250 from the cash box kept in the table . He was suspended pending 
enquiry and subsequently dismissed after enquiry. The enquiry was conducted 
justly and properly . The enquiry officer was the nominee of the workers. 
The findings of the enquiry officer are just and legal. 

Shri Alexander was an employee of the Golden Ice Factory, Kakkazhom . 
When Shri P. K. Seyd Hussain Sahib , the Managing Partner of the establish 
ment visited the factory at 5 a . m . on 19-8-1973 Shri Alexander was found 
sleeping. Notice was issued immediately demanding his explanation . The 
worker refused to accept the notice. When he was again asked to accept the 
notice the worker abused theManaging Partner using foul language and tried 
to assault him . The worker was suspended pending enquiry. On 23-8-1973 
the worker obstructed the partners from entering the factory and finally 
intimidated them brandishing a dagger and shouting that he would kill them . 
Here also an enquiry was conducted by an officer nominated by the union . 
But the union did not avail the opportunity of adducing evidence in the en 
quiry, although the enquiry was conducted fairly and properly. The finding of 
the enquiry officer was just and legal and so final. Although it was agreed 
before the D. L. O. that the enquiry will be completed on or before 
12-9-1973 it could not be completed owing to the inconvenience of the 
enquiry officer.” 

The Management concluded their statement with a prayer that an 
award may be passed upholding their contentions. 

4. The case came up filing the replication etc., of the Union . Then 
the parties submitted that a talk of compromise was initiated and a number 
of adjournments were granted as the request of the parties to file the 
compromise . Finally on 12-9-1974 both the parties submitted that the 
compromise is being filed and so the matter was taken up for award . 

5. Now , inspite of granting more than five months time for the parties 
submit the compromise no compromise has yet been filed . Therefore, I 
ld that there is no subsisting dispute between the parties at present and so 
hereby pass my award accordingly .

Promulgated by the President in the Twenty -fifth Year of the

An Ordinance further to amend the North - Eastern Areas (Reorganisation ) 

Act, 1971 
Whereas Parliament is not in session and tbe President is satisfied that 
circumstances exist , which render it necessary for bim to take immediate 
action ; 

Now , therefcre , in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
Article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance: 

1. Short title and commencement.- (1 ) This Ordinance may be called the 
North -Eastern Areas (Reorganisation ) Amendment, Ordinance , 1975 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Act 81 of 1971 to be temporarily_ amended . - During the period of 
operation of this Ordinance, the North -Eastern Areas (Reorganisation ) Act, 
1971 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), shall have effect subject 
to the amendment specified in section 3 . 

3. Amendment of section 53. - In section 53 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (3 ), for the words " three years” , the words " thirty- eight months” 
shall be substituted .

In the amendments to the Special Rules for the Kerala Agricultural 
Income tax and Sales-tax Subordinate Service, issued in G.O.Ms. No. 
115 /73/ TT) dated 6-9-1973, the maximum age for direct recruitment to 
the category of Assistant Sales-tax Officers, Sales-tax Inspectors etc. has 
been fixed as 30 years. The Public Service Commission has pointed out 
that the maximum age in the case of Law degree holders should have been 
raised to 31 years in accordance with G. O. ( P ) No 1 /72 / PD dated 
1-1-1972 . Acc dingly it has been decided to fix the maximum age as 31 
years in the case of Law degree holders. 

The qualification for direct recruitment to the cadre of Assistant Sales 
tax Officers, Sales-tax Inspectors, etc. prescribed in the Special Rules is a 
degree of B.A., B.Sc. or B.Com ., preference being given first to candi 
datrs with a degree in Commerce and Law , second y to those with a degree 
in Law and thirdly to those with a degree in Commerce , provided that 
preference shall be given to candidates who possess practical experience in 
a good commercial frm . It is felt that the preference now given to 
Commeice graduates and to those who possess practical experience in a 
good commercial firm may be dispensed with and that preference need be 
given to Law graduates only .
